In the Caucasus, the Russians said | 


that German flying columns driving 
down the Rostov-Baku railway to- 
ward the Caspian Sea had advanced 
to within 140 miles of the Grozny 
oil fields after a

LEAVING PLAINS 
The invaders now were leaving 


the flat plains on the northern side 


of the towering Caucasus range, a 
terrain ideally suited for tanks, and 
had come within sight of snow- 


capped Mt. Elmorous rising 18,465 
feet above the stéppes. 
A bulletin from Hitler's field 


headquarters, emphasizing the new 
phase of the fighting, declared: 


“The enemy, exploiting moun- 
tainous terrain which is particu- 
larly favorable for defence, is still 
putting up resistance in order to 
cover his retreat on the sea route 
from the north Caucasus ports.” 


German headquarters also 
acknowledged the Russians were 
attacking heavily at Voronezh, 
two key sectors on the central 
(Moscow) front and two sectors on 
the northern (Leningrad) front. 

Bésides Voronezh, the Red army's 
counter blows struck at Vyazma, 
about midway on the old Napole- 


onic highway from Moscow to 
Smolensk, and at the German} 
strongpoint of Rzhev, 130 miles 


northwest of Moscow. 
OTHER RUSS ATTACKS 


In addition, the Germans cited | 
fierce Soviet attacks south of 
Leningrad in the Volkhov and 


Lake I!man sectors, where the Rus- 
sians declared they had killed 3,000 


Nazis in two days of fighting and | 


captured a point held by the Ger- 
mans counter-attacked 11 times in 
a futile attempt to recapture the 
point, on the shore of Lake Ilmen. 

The Russians said they were also 
attacking in the Bryansk sector, 200 
miles southwest of Moscow, and re- 
ported their tank-led infantry had 
forced the Germans to retreat un- 
aer a smoke-screen after abandon- 
ing 56 firing points. 

While the Russians took the 
initiative in the north, the situa- 
tion in the Caucasus became 
ever more grave, 

A Red army bulletin said Ger- 
man troops racing toward the 
Grozny oil fields had reached 
Mineralnye Vody only 24 hours 
after breaking through Soviet de- 
fences at Cherkessk, 50 miles to 
the west, The Russians said they 
were greatly outnumbered 

Mineralnye Vody is less than 175 
miles from the Caspian Sea 
At mid-day, the Russians also 
gaid that Nazi columns driving to- 
ward Novorossisk on the Black Sea 
had cracked Soviet defences near 
Krasnador, 65 miles from the coast, 
forcing the Red armies to fall back 
to a new line,

The Toronto Star said today in

To Get $1,200 
Despite Tax 


| OTTAWA, Aug, 14.—(CP)—In- 
| come tax officials gave assurance

not be permitted to reduce the

$1,200 a year, even though the of- 
ficial tables showing compulsory 
| tax deductions at the source show 
deductions for men earning only 
$100 a month, 
For married men earning from 
$100 to $102.49 a month, the listed

$1.06 if there are two dependents. 
In each case the refundable or sav- 
ings portion of the tax is the full 
amount of the deduction. 


Men with two dependents pay 
more because they have less 
credits from national defence tax 
paid between Jan. 1 and Sept. 1 
when compulsory deductions at 
source begin. 

Officials explained that the cal- 
culations in the table for married 
men earning $100 to $102.49 a month 
were based on an income of $102.49 
a month, They said this was done 
with a view to collecting tax which

But they added that in no case 
would the government expect com- 
pulsory deductions to be made 
when those deductions would re- 
duce a married man’s earnings be- 
low $109 monthly, or $1,200 a year.

This dispensation was granted by 
the Pope in response to a petition 
by Roman Catholic bishops in Aus- 
tralia pointing out the increasing 
difficulty of obtaining fish and 
other foods suitable for Fridays. 

Exceptions to this dispensation 
will be Good Friday and Ash Wed- 
nesday. Most Rev. N. T. Gilroy, arch- 
bishop “of Sydney, Thursday urged 
Roman Catholics, however, to con- 
tinue to regard Friday as a day of 
mortification and outlined several 
religious exercises which he recom- 
mended that they practice in lieu 
of abstaining from eating meat.

What Went Up And Why 


The Bureau of Statistics has announc- 


ed that the cost-of-living Index for July 
1st stood at 117, an increase of 1.2 over 
the figure for June. This made a net in- 


crease of 2.4 points as compared with 
last October, and a corresponding adjust- 
ment in the cost-of-living bonus was or- 
dered by the War Labor Board. 


It is explained that the rise from the 
October cost-of-living level was 90 per 
cent due to increased prices of food, and 
that beef and potatoes accounted for 87 


per cent of the whole upward movement. 
This was due to exceptional causes. 
Last year’s potato crop was smaller than 


the market requirements. A sharp de- 
mand drew Canadian beef cattle across 
the border, where prices were higher; this 


reacted to force prices upward in Canada, 
and retail prices had to be readjusted ac- 
cordingly. 

Through a new buying agency, enough 
cattle marked for export are now diverted 
to the home market to prevent a beef 
shortage; the Government standing the 
loss between the domestic and the export 


price—which the farmer is paid. Retail 
prices have sagged since July 1st as a re- 


sult, and a further drop is expected toward 
fall. The potato crop promises to be bet- 

r than last year, and large enough to 
supply os market. 

The early summer advance in these two 
food SHA les is therefore considered to 
have ex¢ ae only a temporary influence 
upon the cost-of-living, which may return

As an example, he said, Alberta 
at present provides nearly 90 per 
cent. of Canada’s oil products, and 
the only field developed so far on 
a commercial scale is the Turner 
Valley field. Prospective fields at 
Jasper, Pouce Coupe, Vermilion, 
McMurray and Wainwright are on 
the threshold of development. 

In the past three years Alberta's 
hog production has grown four- 
fold and her coal is now being 
mined as rapidly as labor condi- 
tions will permit. 

The province's huge lumber 
supply is required almost com- 
pletely for the war effort and 
her crops and dairy products are 
playing their part in the feeding 
of Ailied armed forces, Mr, Rose 
added, 

In the past decade the part of the 
province north of Red Deer has in- 

herited 4,000 new farmers while the 
southern portion has lost nearly 
2,000, Mr. Rose pointed out. 

All this points to the prediction 
that Edmonton stands on_ the 
threshold of a brilliant future with 
this city growing in harmony with 
the growth and development of the

Has Vital Role, 
Says Educator 


SASKATOON, Aug. 14.—-(CP) 
—The weekly newspaper now is 
“the real focus of local loyalty 
along with the church and the 
school,” Dr. James S. Thomson, 
president of the University of 
Saskatoon, told delegates to the 
23rd annual convention of the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association today. 

“With the growth of urban life 
our civilization has largely deter 
iorated,” Dr. Thomson said. “We 
must look to the rural areas and 
the small towns for fresh stream 
of new life to cleanse our common 
life. therefore the rural church, the 
rural school and the small paper 
have an enormously important part 
to play in the shaping of the fu- 
ture.” 

Dr. Thomson said the war has 
brought a new and fundamental 
encounter with the basic questions 
of human existence. “We can no 
longer deal with these problems 
by the method of appeasement—the 
long conspiracy of indifference 
must be broken and the time for 
any superficial views in education 
had come to an end 

“We must go forward but our suc- 
cess depends on a new sense of 
life’s values—such as are provided 
by religion 
“The churches of North America 
have agreed on a general advance, 
using the methods of education. 
There is a new evidence of co-op- 
eration in this venture by the tak- 
ing of religious teaching into our 
school system. That amounts to a 
revolutionary change in North 
American life 
“But the churches realize also 
that all that touches life is educa- 
tion. Chief among these influences 
is the press.”
